Editor Bob Armistead to the University Interscholastic League in Austin. 
UIL officials are holding the original copy of the letter for use in in- 
vestigation of the charges made. Armistead said today that he had no 
knowledge of the letter, and the Daily Sun is offering a $250 reward for 
information leading to the forger.

Corsicana High School stands 


to forfeit all district basketball 
games for the year and faces 
possible sports probation by the 
University 
Interscholastic 


League today, following receipt 
by the UIL of a forged letter of 
complaint. 


The letter, dated December 


20, 1976 and received in Austin 
by UIL officials Dec. 20th, 
charges that CHS senior Marvin 
Livingston was allowed to play 
basketball in spite of being 
enrolled in too few courses to 
meet UIL guidelines. 


The letter was handwritten on 


a legal tablet and signed in the 
name of Daily Sun Editor Bob 
Armistead. But Armistead said 
Friday 
that 
he 
did 
not 


authorize, write, or have prior 
knowledge of the letter or the 
charges made in the letter. 


"I didn't know a thing about it 


until Culwell called me Thur- 
sday," 
Armistead 
said. 


"Anybody 
who 
knows 
my 


handwriting 
knows I 
didn't 


write it. Besides, the writer had 
trouble spelling principal. Since 
my daddy was CHS principal 
for so long that's one word I 
wouldn't have trouble with." 


Culwell declined to speculate 


on who wrote the letter other 
than to say that it was obvious 
that Armistead was not the 
author or involved with the 
letter. 


THE 
PRIMARY 


ALLEGATION in that com- 
plaint is true, School Supt. Mark 
Culwell told the Daily Sun 
today, but other details in the 
complaint are not true. 


Specifically, Livingston was 


discovered to be erroneously 
enrolled in one less course than 
is allowed by the UIL rules in 
November, when high school 
administrators began certifying 
players 
for 
the 
basketball 


season. However, 
allegations 


that records were altered and 
grades backdated to qualify the 
player are "groundless and 
false," Culwell said. 


The UIL league rules state 


that "No one shall take part in 
any contest in this league, who, 
at the time of the contest, is not 
passing since the beginning of 
the 
quarter, 
trimester, 
or 


semester, in at least three half- 
unit credit courses or the 
equivalent 
(for which 
the 


contestant has no credit). . ." 
LIVINGSTON, WHO WILL be 


graduated in May, needed only 
two courses to complete his 
requirements, 
Culwell 
ex- 


plained. At the beginning of the 
fall term, the superintendent 
said, Livingston came to him 
and said that, because of family 
problems, it would be necessary 
for him to work during school. 


Culwell 
then 
made 


arrangements for Livingston to 
work 
during 
the 
morning, 


coming to school later in the day 
to attend classes. 


That arrangement still should 


have provided for the senior to 
take three classes, but the 
routine check of every CHS 
student's schedule — performed 
annually by high school ad- 
ministrators — failed to un- 
cover the fact that Livingston 
was 
enrolled 
only 
in 
two 


courses. 


CULWELL 
SAID 
THAT 


LIVINGSTON, 
who 
was 


enrolled in all the 
courses 


necessary for his graduation, 
had no reason to suspect that he 
was not meeting 
the 
UIL 


requirements. 


The discrepancy surfaced in 


November, when records were 
again checked for eligibility 
certification for basketball.

called 
me 
last 


November to say that we had a 
problem 
with 
Marvin's 


schedule," Culwell said. "I sat 
down with Mr. Nelson, Coach 
(Bill) 
Froman, 
and

Matthews 
and 
we 


looked at this thing, and on my 
suggestion, we enrolled Marvin 
in ICT (a work-study program) 
because he was working at the 
time. 


"THERE WAS NO BACK- 


DATING of grades, no claims 
that he was or had been at- 
tending classes when, in fact, he 
was not, no effort or intent to 
falsify any records. I felt that 
we could do what we did under a 
liberal interpretation of those 
UIL rules." 


Culwell said he felt that to do 


otherwise 
would 
make 


Livingston, who he called a 
"good, 
fine, 
decent young 


man," 
pay for an 
"honest 


mistake" 
made 
by 
ad- 


ministrators. 


"This is in no way a situation 


of trying to certify a player who 
couldn't pass his courses, or 
anything 
of 
that 
nature," 


Culwell 
said. 
"Marvin 
has 


always been a good student. 


He's never failed any courses, 
and in fact he's ahead of many 
other seniors in number of 
credits earned." 


THE 
SUPERINTENDENT 


SAID it was 
a question of 


showing "a little compassion" 
for a student who would have 
been victimized by a mistake 
made bv administrators. 


"In my mind, I felt we were 


justified in what we did and I 
thought we had met the spirit, if 
not the letter, of the law," he 
said. "I thought this thing was a 
technicality 
that 
could 
be 


corrected 
properly, 
without 


penalizing the student. Marvin 
was, and is, completely in- 
nocent in the whole thing." 


The UIL, however, lakes a 


stricter approach to the rules, 
Culwell said, and are con- 
sidering 
Culwell's 
action 
a 


violation of the rules. 


"THERE'S NO QUESTION 


that we'll have to forfeit all the 
games we've played up to now, 
and maybe the rest of the 
season," Culwell added. "In 
addition, the UIL may further 
penalize 
us 
as 
they 
will 


determine."

Why is there no traffic control at the

Armistead said today an attorney for the Sun said the use 


of Armistead's name was "very probably actionable as 
criminal forgery." 


Sun Publisher Art Keeney issued a statement Friday which 


said: 


"The letter concerning Marvin Livingston was not written 


by Bob Armistead or anyone else associated with The Daily 
Sun. The unauthorized use of an individual's name in such a 
manner is unethical and possibly illegal. 


"The Daily Sun will pay a $250 reward to the first person 


who provides us with supportable evidence leading to the 
identification of the person or persons who wrote the letter to 
the University Interscholastic League. 


"Simply contact me or any Sun employe. Or. if yuu \\ ish to 


remain anonymous, simply write us and include in \ o u r 
letter any four digit number which you can later use for 
identity purposes."

The United 
Fund 
budget 


committee approved a record 
$140,367 
budget 
yesterday, 


giving most of the United Fund 
agencies more money than they 
have ever received before. 


The budget was based to the 


penny on the $140,367 paid or 
pledged in the recent 
fund 


drive. All of it was budgeted 
except for $967 "slippage" in 
pledges which are expected to 
be uncollectible, according to 
U.F. president Lynn Cooper. 


The budget committee cut the 


amount 
of funds that 
two 


agencies 
received, 
increased 


the funds that eight receive, 
gave two groups the same 
amount and added two new 
agencies to the UF program. 


THE BOY SCOUTS were cut 


$1,500. I.ast year they received 
$11,500, and this year they will 
receive $10,000. And the Cor- 
sicana Community Center was 
cut $600 — from $1,800 last year 
to $1,200 this year. 


The Boy Scouts had requested 


$18,500 in funds for 1977. 


Cooper said Boy Scout of- 


ficials 
had 
not 
answered 


questions the United Fund had 
been asking for "two years." He 
said the UF is questioning 
"what pro-rata share Navarro 
County pays for its Scouts in 
relation to the other Scouts in 
the Circle Ten group." 


Circle 
Ten 
includes 
the 


scouting program in 18 counties 
around Dallas as well as Dallas 
County. 
Cooper 
said 
the 


Navarro County United Fund 
members question whether the 
Navarro UF is paying more for 
its Scouts in the non-Dallas area 
of

counties are doing: "In fact, it

COOPER SAYS THE LOCAL 


UF is also questioning the 
Scouts sustaining membership 
drive. It's supposed to be for 
residents highly interested in 
scouting, Cooper says, but it 
looks like a regular fund drive 
in which the average citizen is 
contacted. "It hurts the UF," 
Cooper said. 


He said the local UF had 


asked for two years if the Scouts 
would stop the sustaining drive 
if the United Fund pledged the 
funds the organization needs, 
and that scouting officials have 
indicated they would not do so.

Center, sometimes referred to

DAY NURSERY NO. 1 was a 


UF agency for several years but 
has not required UF help for the 
last six or seven years, Cooper 
said.

made the nursery come up short 
of funds last year, Cooper said. 
and 
treated 
the 
need 
for 


renewed UF help. 


The largest increase in UF 


funding went to the Red Cross. 
Last year it gut $16,200, and this 
year'it will get $19,800. Other 
agencies 
whose support 
in- 


creased include the Camp Fire 
liirls, the Crippled Children's 
Association, 
the Emergency 


Corps, 
Family Service, the 


Salvation Army, the YMCA, 
and the Family Consultation 
Center.

Navarro County Memorial Hospital's first 


fully equipped intensive care unit-coronary 
care unit may become a reality within a year 
provided that its need is certified by the state 
and funds are available. 


The schematic plan for the proposed 


$210,000 unit, to be located on first floor south 
of the hospital, calls for renovating the floor 
to include 18 beds. 


It will consist of a 10-bed hard wire 


monitored area, four private rooms (four 
beds I lo be hard wire, and two semi-private 
rooms (four beds) to be telemetry monitored. 


HARD WIKE MONITORING includes the 


connection of wires to patients which keep 
check on their conditions at the monitoring 
station. 


Telemetry monitoring allows patients to 


move about freely with a cigarette pack size 
electronic package 
that transmits radio 


waves back to the monitoring station in the 
intensive care unit. 


With the renovation, the hospital loses three 


private rooms, but to compensate for them, it 
is renovating the solariums on second and 
third floors. 


Before the hospital can proceed with the 


plan, it must obtain a certificate of need from 
the Texas Health Facilities Commission in 
Austin, according to Gene Barren, ad- 
ministrator. 


He explains that before any hospital pur- 


chases capital equipment or begins any type 
of building program, it must receive approval 
from the commission. 


HE SAID THAT a special committee of the 


medical staff chaired by Dr. Allen M. Jones 
made a feasibility study and decided that first 
floor south was the best location for the unit. 


The study began in April 1975 as members 


of the staff and hospital toured other hospitals 


of comparable size to obtain information 
about their intensive care units. 


Presently, patients in need of intensive 


services are treated on the surgical floor. 


Average cost to patients in the unit will be 


$175 a day, according to Barron. 


The hospital has no funds available to start 


the renovation. 


Barron reports that funds will have to come 


from local and private sources. He also says 
that the hospital has no formal plans to hold a 
fund raising drive. 


TWO ORGANIZATIONS here will be active 


in generating funds for equipment and other 
uses in the unit. 


Mrs. Art Keeney, president of the Navarro 


County Memorial Hospital Auxiliary Inc., 
reported that the auxiliary will host a lun- 
cheon March 18 to help raise funds. The 
luncheon will feature Victor Costa, a fashion 
designer of Dallas. 


Costa will bring his spring collection of 


clothes to be modeled by local people. 


Additional information on the luncheon, 


scheduled to be held at Navarro College's 
Student Union Building, will be announced 
later. 


Dr. James Witten, president of the Navarro 


County Heart and Lung Association, reports 
that the association will open its annual drive 
in February in which funds will be used to 
purchase equipment for the hospital. 


He explains that the association does not set 


a goal for the drive, but tries to raise all 
monies that it can. 


The association will also sponsor a tea in 


conjunction with the drive. Mrs. Keeney will 
serve as general chairman of the drive. 


The hospital is also accepting donations.

Police Chief Don Massey, at 


the hospital's emergency room, 
said Borsellino suffered a head 
injury

Downs was appealing Police 


Chief Don Massey's decision not 
to put him on the rotation. 


Massey said that Downs did

Downs' wrecker service did not 
yet have the required six-foot 
fence, 
other 
considerations 


weighed more 'heavily in his 
decision not to put him on the 
rotation. 


MASSEY 
SAID

Brown, 
had 


formerly been on the rotation 
himself but that the city had 
numerous problems with him. 
The chief said there had been no 
problems since Brown had left 
the wrecker business. 


Massey also said that he and 


the three 
wrecker 
services 


currently on rotation agreed 
that 
there 
was 
riot enough 


business 
in 
town 
for 
four 


wreckers. 
Massey estimated 


that 75 per cent of the local 
wrecker business comes from 
the 
rotation, 
where 
the 


wreckers alternate taking calls 
on weekly basis. 


Commissioner Wayne Norris 


and 
Mayor Sue Youngblood 


both questioned denying Downs 
the right to be on the rotation if 
he is found to comply with the 
law. 


Commissioner Gene Johnson 


also said "We can't be telling a 
man he can't go into business," 
but he added that he feels some 
dividing line is necessary to 
keep the number of wrecker 
services at a profitable level.

Rice Church due history marker

RICE — It's been more than a 


100 years since the Haynie 
Memorial 
United 
Methodist 


Church here was founded on 
land donated by William Marsh 
Rice, a Houston financier and 
railroad owner for whom the 
town is named. 


A Texas Historical marker 


commemorating 
the 


organization and history of the 
church will be dedicated next 
Sunday at the large, two-story 
brick building which was built 
shortly after the turn of the 
century on the site of the 
original church. 


Rice donated the land for a 


Methodist church, a cemetery 
and a school in 1872, but it was 
the fail of 1874 before money 
was raised to build a school 
which would also serve as a 
place to conduct worship ser- 
vices. 


ACCORDING TO A HISTORY 


of the church prepared by Mrs. 
A. D. Ellis, Mrs. J. K. Bradley 
and the late Mrs. R. E. Bounds, 
in 1883, the Methodists built a 
two-story frame building, the 
second floor of which was used 
by the Rice Masons for many 
years as their lodge hall.

The present church building 


was built during the pastorate 
of Rev. H. B. Henry and was 
dedicated in 1909. The church 
was renamed Haynie Memorial 
Methodist Church at the request 
of the widow of W. D. Haynie 
who donated half the funds 
needed to build the structure. 


The church 
building 
has 


proved to be a focal point for 
the small community with its 
impressive dome and large 
stained glass windows. 


EVERY 
WINDOW 
in the 


structure is of stained glass, 
with the large west window 
depicting Christ in the Garden 
of Gethsemane and the large 
south window representing the 
Sower of the Seed. There are 
other tall windows having the 
same design, and underneath 
them are smaller ones, each 
donated as a memorial by the 
families of the persons honored. 


Mrs. Ellis explains that there 


is a window each for W. D. 
Haynie, 1837-1906; Mrs. Viola 
Sessions 
Haynie, 
1844-1928; 


Mrs. Lucy (J. A.) Clopton, 1836- 
1904; and Rev. William Vaughn, 
1817-1891. 


The main sanctuary 
has a 


large seating capacity with 
three tiers of pews. The ceiling 
is two stories high with a 
stained glass skylight. The 
choir loft will seat about 50 
people. 


The pulpit furniture, which is 


light oak, was purchased at the 
time the building was con- 
structed. The choir rail and 
chancel are of brass. 


A MOVABLE 
PARTITION 


which can be manually raised 
separates the main sanctuary 
from a small auditorium which 
is used by the 
congregation 


during the winter months. The 
small 
auditorium 
has 
the 


continuing podium 
with two 


tiers of pews and five class 
rooms. 


The pastor's study which can 


be reached through a door 
behind the podium features a 
fireplace 
with 
a 
mirrored 


mantle. The study has book- 
cases 
equipped 
with glass 


sliding doors. 


On the second floor, there are 


rooms which were once used for 
a kitchen, a dining hall and a 
recreation area. 


Also located on the second 


fl )or is a small room described 
b;' Virgil Atchley as a 
"cry 


room." 


Atchley, a long-time member 


of the church, said the room was 
once used 
by women 
with 


babies and small children. The 
room has a double stained glass 
window which when opened, 
looks out over the main sanc- 
tuary. 


MRS. ELLIS EXPLAINS that 


the lighting in the church in 1909 
was by acetylene gas. One cut- 
glass and brass fixture about 
one foot high and eight inches in 
diameter has been converted to 
electricity and still hangs in the 
west entrance hall. 


She said that before 
gas 


heating was installed, a wood 
burning furnace was located in 
the basement and 
provided 


central heat throughout the 
building. 
Church 
members 


would cut wood and haul it to 
the church in late summer for 
use during the winter. 


Mrs. Ellis says that there are 


approximately 
65 
church 


members, but because many of 
them are older and confined

homes, there are only 40 active 
members.
